to day inaugurated as president and vice 
president o f the United States, to servo 
fo r a term o f fo ur y ears. The occasion 
was oueof stately and solemn ceremony , 
go rgeo us decorations and glittering 
pa­ 
rades, accompanied by the huzza* of 
•tro ng-lunged men and boy s and the 
leaa feeble 
but equally enthusiastic 
cheers o f wo men and girl*.

tail had been carefully arranged, and 
seldo m has a similar event been charac­ 
terised by a more perfect work ing of 
the clans a« outlined.

1801, that Wash­ 
ingto n city witnessed the first inaug­ 
ural ceremony . 
Thomas JenVraou wiw 
inducted into office on that day . 
The 
weather was mild und balmy and the 
so n shoue brilliantly . 
In its simplicity 
of display that ceremony was in strik * 


room all seemed to be occupied, but the 
crowds k ept coming. 
The excitement 
of expectancy was multiplied by the 
movement of uniformed regiments and 
organized clubs, the blare of bauds 
grew into an inharmonious din. and 
the eventful hour 
was 
im patiently 
awaited. 
Just a little before 10 o'clock there 
was a movement of importauco about 
the hotel. 
The escort to the capitol 
was about to begin. 
The organizations 
assigned to this duty had 
alreadv 
formed on New York avenue, Pennsy l­ 
vania avenue, Seventeenth and Nine­ 
teenth streets, where they awaited the 
command to “ Forward, 
March!” in the 
assigned order. 
This march, which be­ 
gan but a short time later, was up 
Pennsy lvania avenue to the capitol. 
and was led by a platoon of mounted 
police. 
An enthusiastic cheer rent the 
air when the president-elect issued from 
the hotel and entered the open carnage 
provided for him. 
He was driven to 
the executive mansion, where he wa< 
joined by President Cleveland, and 
almost 
immediately

moved, the central figures naturally 
being 
Grover Cleveland, 
still

Fo r day s the 
city has been m a state of co ngestio n in 
anticipatio n o f to day ’s ceremo nies, and 
all tho se tho usands who retired last 
night witho ut assurance of good posi­ 
tio ns fro m which to v iew the incidents 
were astir v ery early this mo rning. 
Only the specially elect co uld be pro ­ 
v ided fo r in the arraugemeut* fo r the 
inaugural pro per and the parade. Hence 
it was that in the cro wds which surged 
here and there fro m early dawn there 
were many peo ple who o n 1cm impo r­ 
tant o ccasio ns wo uld hav e bee« 
p rovid ed 
with reserv ed seats. 
The famo us o ld 
Ebbitf Ho use, at » street and Pennsy l­ 
v ania av enue, o n the third flo o r o f 
which were quartered the McKinley 
family and immediate friends, was a 
po int o f greatest interest to sight seers. 
It was ev ident that the o ccupants o f 
these apartments were abo ut early this 
mo rning. and interest in the lo cality ,

The procession, under the com- 
mand of the gaily caparisoned grand 
marshal, General Horace Porter, and 
aides, was comprised of about o,000 
men, and gave au ink ling of what was 
to be expected in the later demonstra­ 
tion. 
The first brigade of this escort 
was comprised of a battalion of IT. S.

infantry ,

8. marines, bat­ 
talion U. S. seamen, U. S. cavalry , 
Troop A of Cleveland, O., as the per­ 
sonal escort to the president-elect, while 
In carriages came the president and 
president-elect, detachment of veteraus 
pf the Twenty -third Ohio Volunteers, 
vice president-elect and senate commit­ 
tee of arrangement, members of cabi­ 
net, the major general commanding the 
army and the senior admiral of the 
navy . 
The second brigade comprised 
the District of Columbia national guard. 
This parade alone, w ith its glitter of 
arms, decoration of uuiforms, splendid 
equipages, etc., was a sight well worth 
seeing, but ’twasouly a feeble sample of 
the more pretentious demonstration to 
Occur in the afternoon. 
Arrived nr the 
capitol, Messrs. Clevelaud and McKin- 
ley stepped out nuder the carriage porch 
at* the basement of the senate wing and 
proceeded thence to the historic mnrble 
room at the rear of the senate chamber, 
fhero to await the command for their 
presence, while others were disposed of 
fn .accordgncp with thq arranged plan.

I do solemnly swear that 1 will faithfully 
execute the office of president of the 
United States, and will, to the best of my 
ability , preserve, protect an I defeud the 
constitution of the t ’uited States, 
Immediately upon ack nowledging the 
oath which made him the chief of all 
among a nation of freemen, the presi­ 
dent reverently bowed his head, k issed 
the B ide, and then tam ed to bestow

during the oeremony had held aloft a 
jtmall national flag, Unfurled and drop­ 
ped the same. 
Tins was a signal to an­ 
other a little farther away , aud at the 
instant this sign of completion had 
passed along the line the batteries brok e 
forth iu resonant explosion, informing 
all the people within hearing that a new 
rnler had been made. 
The president, then turning to the 
va$ t throng in front of the platform, 
stood silent for a little time, while 
scenes of great excitement were pre­ 
vailing, 
The k nowledge that he was 
about to speak , however, soon had the 
effect of producing comparative quiet. 
At the beginning cf tn$ delivery of his 
inaugural address he spok e slowly but 
plainly , devoting liis utterance to au ap­ 
peal for divine grace in the discharge of 
his manifold and arduous duties. 
His 
words of thank s to the people of our 
great nation for the confidence bestowed 
in elevating him to the exalted position 
were full of feeling and evident realiza­ 
tion of the responsibility . 
The addregs 
was not lengthy and iu no sense sensa­ 
tional, subjects of state being left for 
discussion in subsequent 
papers. 
At the clo se o f the address there were 
the usual attempt*; o f tjgey taro r* 
tu reach 
the president fo r the purpo se o f hand 
shaking o r o ther enthusiastic display s, 
but these were successfully repelled by 
the ex cellent po lice pro tectio n affo rded. 
Mr. McKinley hurriedly retiro d to the 
senate marble ro o m, while there were 
at o nce put into effect preparatio ns fo r 
the go rgeo ug inauguratio n parade.

ly different character. 
This is the 
region of nt*wer aud more imposing 
buildings. 
The larger stores and offiee 
buildings are decorated with more of 
real banting and less of print muslin 
and cambrics than farther east. Besides 
the banners floating from the roofs, 
there are streamers from the cornices to 
awuiug rods—red, white aud blue most 
frequently , but almost as often some 
other gay and strik ing combination, 
lending a carnival air to the ordinarily 
prosaic structures. 
Garlands of red, 
white aud blue incandescent lights are 
iuingh*d with the bunting, to be flashed 
tonight into a brilliant display . 
But more substantial and extensive 
are the decorations of the public depart­ 
ments. 
Every department luvs thrown 
abroad all its store of bunting iu honor 
of the day . 
The base of the treasury 
building is one of the favorite vantage 
grounds from which to view the parade, 
and there have been erected stands on 
the south, east and north fronts. These, 
with tneir uniform salmouUk e tint and 
frieze of brilliant crimson, together 
with their living freight of spectators, 
add to the decoration of the building. 
Further on iq the stretoh, before the 
president’s house, the stands are of the

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most classic form and substantial sty le. 
From over the white reviewing stand 
of the chief executive floats 100 banners, 
and its >nowy walls and flagdraped 
sides mak e it the gem of the whole col­ 
lection of reviewing stands. The stretch 
of tho avenue pa^t the presidential re­ 
viewing stand is the most choice bit of 
t'he whole panorama through which the 
great processiou moves, and thence 
westward the decorations fade grad­ 
ually away .
